Dispatches received her.e to- 
day from Kovno contain the 
first , definite 
information 


that the Lithuanian govern- 
ment hs been overthrown by 
former President Smetons 
with 
the support of the 
army. 


The dispatches state that Presi- 


dent Kasmir Grinius, who was elect- 
ed to the chief executive post last 
June, and all ministers within reach 
were arrested. 


The reported motives of the ris- 


.iiB are a widespread feeling against 
tho policy of the government to- 
ward Soviet Russia end its indefin- 
te attitude on the minority ques- 
tion. 


Further dispatches stated that all 


was quiet at Kovno and that the 
«oup had been carried out blood- 
essly. 
All Lithuania was placed 


under martial law and Kovno is in 


state of siege. 
Colonel Grlgoliu- 


ms Glovatsky was appointed coin- 
nandant. 


Placards were posted 
on 
the 


itreets of Kovno this morning which 
•ead: "The government is selling 
the country to the Bolsheviks and 
'oreigners, therefore the Lithuanian 
nllllary forces are temporarily tak- 
ing ovor the situation." 


On September 28 a treaty of neu- 


trality and non-nggresslon between 
Lithuania and Soviet Russia was 
signed. The signing of the treaty 
had a sharp repercussion in Poland, 
Borne Warsaw newspapers demand- 
ing intervention in Lithuania and 
calling Lithuania a "Russian tool." 


On October 23 the Polish govern- 


ment, transmitted a mild protest to 
Ilutisia against provisions of the 
treaty which wuro interpreted as 
recognizing Lithuanian claims to 
the city of Vilna, whicli the LoiiKtio 
of Nations in 11*23, awarded to Po- 
land.
